entiraly distinguishable from a Legislature,
In this he is perfectly right, and we only re-
gret that he conld not have so instruoted Mr,
Jobnson in 18056, and thus have saved the
Intter from the error of assnming, as he did,
thiat electors of a Convention must necessarily
have the game gualifications as electors of a
Legialature.

The State officers who, in Mr. Stanbery's
jndgment, are disfranchised, are only those
who, in a proper sense, are officers of the
BState, and not mere officers of & municipality,
He does not cite any authority for this proro-
sition, but there is a very respectable decision
directly in point in the 8d of Harrington’s
(Delaware) {’lppnri.«, in which it was held that
a provigion in the Constitution forbiddin
olergymen from holdini office did not extenc
to municipal offices. Mr. Stanbery may find
it desirable to refer to this case (the State agt.
Wilmington) in preparing his opinion upon
the questions he has reserved. Militia offioars,
and persons who have held offices of a puraly
non-politeal character, snch as notaries, State
directors of public institutions, eto., are held
not to be disfranchised by the act., But the
officers of the United States, of every species
aud grade, civil or military, executive, legisla-
tive, or judicial, are huld to be within the
statute, though whether mere commissioners
to take acknowledgments, or similar officials,
are within this class, Mr. Stanbery does not
say.

The interpretation given to the Reconstroc-
tion ot by Attorney-General Stanbery is prac-
tically as important and authoritative as if it
were pronounced by the Supreme Court, since
no appeal can possibly be taken from the
action of the military commanders, who will
be guided by the opiuion just published, It
therefore merits a very careful consideration;
for upon this basis the entire work of reorga-
nization will proceed. The opinion of Mr.
Stanbary on all matters other (han those re-
lating to disfranchisement is not likely to be
the subject of dispute, and need not be re-
viewed at length. He holds that the decisions
of the Board of Hegistration are final; that
every applicant for stration wmust be
twenty-one years old when registered, but
need not have been one year in the State until
the aleotion, and that none but citizens of the
United States oan vote.

The resalt
of the Attorney-General's interpretation of the
law is to reduce the scope of the disfranchising
clauses to very narrow limits. Unless those
who hold the policy of exclusion and disfran-
chigement to be necessary can persuade Con-
gress to amend the law in July, which is very
improbable; they will have to accept pretty
nearly the programme of impartial satfrage
which the Tribune has constantly advoocated,
The people of the South, both white and
colored, are now relieved from a widespread
misapprehension as to the extent of disfran-
chisement.

We trust that all claszes will be encouraged
thereby to pursue the right path, which is
clearly that of loyalty to the Union, combined
with forbearance towards each other. There
has been rather too much reliance placed upon
disfranchisement as & means of seouring
majorities for loyal men. It seems to us an
undesirable source of power, and while in par-
tioular States it has been, and perhaps still is,
a necessity, it ought not to be universally
required. It cannot last, and has an unhealthy
effect while it does lnst.  We hope to see large
Union majorities gecured in the South, not by
lis, but by
the free action of the whole people, We ex-
peot to see political privileges abused by large
numbers of malignant men; but they would
not be excluded by any conceivable interpre-
tation of the law; while their evil tempers
would be only aggravated by restriotions which,
they would Le conscious, were aimed at them,
but fell short of the mark.

Capture of Maximilian-Dominton of the
Old World in the New,
From the World.

It now lacks nine years of a century since
the whole American Continent, from the
Arctic Ocean to Cape Horn, was subject to
Furopean domination. It is quite possible
that before a full century from the Declaration
of Indépendence has elapsed, every clalmm to
such dominion in every part of America will
have beon extinguished, The failure of France
to establish & thrope In Mexico mercly da-
monstrates the futility of any reactionary
movement against the tendencies which have
well-nigh emancipated the ocontinent. The
greatwork of independence ia steadily pro-
gressing in the order of nature, and the fall
of Maximilian will probably accelerate
its completion by convinging 2!l the powers
which retain  oplonial oclaims jn  the
Western hemisphere of the impossibility of
& permanent tenure. Russia has just
given u{) hers for a satisfactory compen-
sation; Ureat Britain, in establishi the
"Dominion of Canada, ™ asserts in words an
authority which she is preparing to relin-
quish in fact, and it {8 rumored that she is
negotiating with our Government for the
cession 1o us of her American possessions on
the Paoific. const. Everybody sees that the
congolidation of the Provinees must regult in
thelr early independence; and with the new
confederation independent, Great Britain
would find her etrip of coast on the Pacide
a troublesome inoumbrance always ready to
drop, like a ripe pear, into the lap of the
Unfted States. I\ ix thorefore quite credible
that ber statesmen are willing to follow the
example of the Czar, and transfer, at & good

The reason why Karopean
dominion has greater longevity in the islanda
than on tha mainland 8, that the wars by
which the Hnoglish and Bpanish colonies won
independence wore land struggles, none of the
colomies, at the time of achieving thoir free-
dom, having had & naval foros capable of
coping with the mother country on the ocean.
None of the Amerloan islands s large
enough to booome an independent oonntry,
and l%m naval su tinriti' of Kurope has kept
them subject to the original claimants, The
United Siates is the only American power
that has ever bad n considerabls navy; but
with the exception of the Bermudas thera are
no islands near our coast bslonging to any
power with whom we have ever been al war,
and at the time of our lazt war with Great
PBritain we wers nol strong enough on the
ovean Lo seize these. Our proximity to the
Bahamag is the result of oursubssgquent acgui-
gition of Florida. We have peacefully extin-
suished, by purchase, the Kuaropean title to
rargo areas of territory adjacent to our own,
but we have taken no aotive interest in any of
the American islands, except Cuba. To this
our Govermment long ago assorted a reversion-
ary claim by declaring that it should never
pass from Spain to any other soversignty than
our own,

We have made one or two unsucoessfal at-
tempts to purchase it, and we sguppose no
American doubts that it will altimately be
our#, The abolition of slavery in the United
Btates, Russin, and Brazil, betokening its
gpeedy extinotion everywhere, is favorable to
our early acquisition of Cuba. BSpain cannot
long resist the universal tendenoy of the age,
andg with the example of Jamaica before har,
ghe cannot expect the island to continue profit-
able after the emancipation of the negroes. It
is probable, therefore, that altered circum-
slances and prospects will abate her reluctance
to sell it. But when we have acquired Cuba,
and when Mexico and the South American
nations come to have navies, manifest destiny
will speedily displace the island dominion of
Europe in this hemisphers.

There is no hazard in predicting that the
whole American continent and neighboring
islunds will be emancipated from European
| control; but is it equally clear that republican
ideas of government are to predominate in the
independent New World ! This is a question
to which no thoughtiful person would assume
to give a dogmatic answer; but all the main
tendencies, o far as they are yet disclosed,
oint towards theuniversal prevalance of repub-
icanism. We do not overlook the existence
of monarchy in Brazil, the incipient tendency
to kingship in Canada, nor the great strides
towards ceniralization in the United States.
But all these are abnormal. They are against
the predominant current of American ideas.
The Brazilian monarchy is a conzequence of the
original absurdity of mnkjng that wvast terri-
tory a satellite of an insigniticant patch of the
Spanish peninsula. It is a relic of that sub-
jugation to Europe] from which the American
continent is not yet quite free.

In like manner, the Canadian monarchy, if
there should be one, will be a mere navel-
mark left by the peaceful severance of the
umbilical cord which binds that vast conntry
to Britain. Mischievons a8 some recent ten-
dencies are in the Uniled States, they do not
bear in the direction of monarchy. The nulli-
fication and almost complete prostration of
executive influence, and the supremacy
claimed for the elected representatives of the
people, point rather to the absolute tyranny
of political majorities than to the despotism of
an individusl. We have not and never oan
have on this continent (certainly not in the
pext century or two) an aristocracy of birth
and blood, which, in the Old World, forms
one of the chief supports of a throme. Oar
aristocracy on this continent is an aristocracy
of wealth, and the equal division of estates

revents the building up of great families.
]i)‘]m openings for enterprise on a new conti-
pent enable parvenus to eolipse onr oldest
houses. The 1el'ulling politieal tandency also,
stropger at this moment than it has ever bean
before, is an uctive force operating for the per-
petuity of republicanism,

The <very principle which called for the
severance of this continent from political de-
pendence on Europe, contains the essence of
the republicanism of which Amerea is the
natural home. Wecommenced our Declaration
of Independence by proclaiming human egual-
ity, meaning no more by this fruitfa! dogma
than that men on the Waestern Continent
rightfully owe no more subjection to men on
the Hastern, than men on the Hastern Conti-
nent do to those on the Wesatern. But if the
dogma be true as a justiflcation for throwing
off the O1d World yoke, it is equally true as
a ground for disputing the control of one
class, order, or race of men over an. .., In
the same couniry, or, at all events, this is
tha chief practical use which has been made
of it. From which it appears that the germs
of republicanism were deeply planted in the
very fact of separation, and that one of the
supposed logioal consequences of continental
independence is Institutions founded on eqnal-
ity of political rightas,
